Historical Point* About Uooatur and Ma- 


oon county. 


Tile editor of the Maoon IndcpenOatt l»'en- 


iraced In writin* a history of bta town and 
livea KUDO point* of general Interest in hi* 
tail iMue. Speaking of the formation of the 
county, he ujt that Hacon county wa* named 
after Nathaniel JUoon.of South Carolina, who, 
up to 1828, hadoeen 87 jeare In Con»rei4 un- 
interrupted- In the Lower Home from 17(1 to 
18IC, (Speaker from J801 to 1806), and In the 
Senate from 1810 to 1828. Maoon was a Short 
time In tbe army, having joined It as a volun- 
teer in 1777. The Commissioners appointed 
under the act authorizing the formation of the 
county were instructed to select the site for 
the county seat, and they were instructed to 
lay it out after the pattern of Bhelbyvillc 
'1'hey choee 20 acres of land on which the older 
part of IX-eatur Is bulk-that bounded on the 
north bj Prairie Street, on the east by Water 
Stroei, on tbe south by Wood Street and on 
the west by Church Street. The land on which 
Decatur atands had not at that time been en- 
tered from tbe Government. Slavery waa ap- 
parently an Illinois Institution In those days, 
aa among- the personal property ordered to be 
taxed are "8 lives and Indentured or registered 
nrgro or mulatto servants," The llret tax, 
which was one-half per cent, i eallieit t 09 32H. 
Among- what now would be considered a curi- 
osity Is the tavern rates, which were fixed by 
the County Court as follows: Breakfast and 
horse feed, 87% cents; man and horse each 
night (man to bave supper) 82H centa; dinner 
and horse feed, 37K centa; spirits (eiorpt 
whlekey) and wine, S6 cents per hnlf pint, and 
whiskey 12K cents per half pint Aa far as Is 
now known tbe first building- ever erected In 
the county was about S mllee northeast of De- 
catur, and was put up about 1816 for the pur- 
peso of carry leg on a trade with the Indians, 
wbo then frequented this section of the coun- 
try in large nuubera.

was stated that the town was 57 years 
old, Mr. J. B. Qorin rise* to remark that 
our city is but 58 years of age. Be states 
that Maoon county waa organized Jan.

made in Hay, '29, and 'he lots sold were 
ttioee on which the New Deming hotel 
now stands. The county then included 
all of DeWitt, except the northern tier ot 
townships, all ol Piatt, except a few town- 
ships, and about bait of Monltrie county.

a democratic meeting at the springs and on 
the square. Bankln was in the court In com- 
pany with friends drinking beer from a gallon 
jug. They had to get beer In that manner, to- 
causo at that time there were no licensed aa- 
lobna In the city. The story is that while Ban- 
kin and hia friends were there, Connolly, who 
waa under the Influence of liquor, came oat 
of the rear of the saloon and had some words 
with Bankln, at whom a beer glass was thrown 
with great force. Bankin at the time wai 
standing agalnat the brick wall. He dodged 
quickly and the glaaa broke Into fragment! 
against the wall, Tben a souffle ensued In the 
course of which Connolly's akull wai fractured 
with a beer glass. He died some days after- 
ward. Connolly waa known aa a laborer, and 
aerved as tbe construction boss for the Citi- 
zens' street oar enterprise, and he also super- 
Intended the building of the street oar track 
at Lincoln, Neb. He left a family. Bankln 
has a wife and aeveral children, and had hith- 
erto borne the reputation of a harmlesi, Inof- 
fensive man. He served as a soldier in the 
Lite war.

Enough. 


A fowl, to be really good and nutri-' 


tioue, ought never to be killed much 
under twelve months old. A young, 
chicken, I am well aware, is considered 
a great dainty, but one certainly does' 
not get the full, rich flavor possessed, 
by a more mature bird. In France, 
where fowls are thought so much of, 
eapona and poulardea, 
at twelve 


months old, are considered at their 
very best for table purposes, 


At the great show of dead poultry] 


held in Pans every year, nearly all the! 
birds are twelve months old or more. 
They are fed up to an enormous jissoj 
for the purpose of showing, as of 
course the heaviest bird, other things! 
being equal, carries off the prize. 


Nothing can be more tasteless and. 


disagreeable than an old fowl, badly 
cooked. The poor bird is quito help-l 
less, and must depend entirely upon, 
the patience and skill of the cook to; 
bring out and make known its goodi 
properties. If it is treated in tho same1 
manner as a young fowl, the conse- 
quence is it will be almost uneatable, bat) 
if cooked in a way becoming its age, 
it is, by far, to ba preferred to a young 
bird. 
Fowls, either young cr old, should 


always be allowed to hang a few days! 
after being killed before they are 
cooked, or they are likely to be tough. 
The older tha bird is, the longer it( 
should hang, except in very hot) 
weather, when it ia apt to becomoj 
tainted; it is better, of course, to cook. 
It the day after it has been killed than 
allow it to spoil. 
Old fowls are not) 


often good for roasting; they are muehi 
better when boiled or stewed. 
On«, 


very good receipt for making an old 
fowl eat tender, ia tua 
following;!

sult. Flack'the fowl quickly after be- 
ing killed; wrap it In vine leaves,, then 
In a- napkin, and bury it for twenty-fopri 
hours.

difficult, perhaps impossible, to find'it 
again, which would be a very annoy- 
ing, business, as not only the fowl, andl 
the cook's time, but the napkin, too,' 
would be lost. When the bird is taken, 
tip, boil it very gently until tender, gay 
about three hours; then skin it, and cnti 
into neat joints convenient for serving. 
Make a nice sauce as follows: Mix a1 
dessertspoonful of flonr with a little) 
cold water, and add a teacupful of) 
milk and, the same quantity of gravy, | 
or the water in which the fowl hag beea 
boiled. Stir this sauce till it boils, then; 
lay in the pieces of fowl and let them: 
gently simmer till quite hot through. I 
The sauce can be flavored with any fa-t 
vorite seasoning, inch as lemon rind,! 
mace, parsley or thyme, with pepper) 
and salt. If the sauce ia required yeryi 
rich, the yelk of an egg, well beaten,) 
may be added last thing, but it must, 
not, oa any account, boil after tbe egg1 
has been put in or it will curdle, and' 
the sauce will thus be spoiled.

If the

ing them by their characters as laid 
down in tbe books. 


The way tc eat a Florida orange, 


ripe from the tree, is to chose a rus- 
set one, mellow it with the thumbs, 
as we boys used to do with apples; 
with a sharp knife cut the stem and 
core at once, apply the mouth to the 
opening, shut the eyes and suck. 
Ye gods I Has'this'poor earth any- 
thing better? A few, perhaps, but 
nob many. The Florida orange has 
one fault, as what good thing earthly 
has notr The bottom has gone ont 
of tbe market. The crop is so abun- 
dant, aud the weather north so cold, 
that shippers are in despair. 
Some 


thing must be done to get the fruit 
to tne hands >«nd mouthn of the con- 
sumers quickly and cheaply or the 
grower can realize nothing, and iu 
that case he must starve or borrow, 
for almost all he eats-except or- 
anges—must come from the frozen 
north. It is astonishing to bear 
those in the business tell bow much 
of tbe living of man andj?east must 
be bronghtlfrom the north, from the 
land of the cyclones in summer and 
blizzards in winter, still, the land 
that gives its people the best and 
most varied dipt of any people under 
be sun. I advise any enthusiast, 
thinking to come to Florida for a 
home, a place to earn his bread and 
to rear his children, to think a great 
many times, and to study well the 
aspects of the case before any decis- 
ion. 


Oolfax ae Journalist, 


Suuitt BmH Remitter. 


Mr. Colfax was onw of the few 


men who are "born journalists." As 
a boy he manifested a penchant for 
politics and the collecting of politi- 
cal data, and was accustomed to 
form his own conclusions on matters 
of pnblic importance. Soon after 
coming to South Bend he spent two 
winters at Indianapolis reporting 
the proceedings of the Legislature 
for tbe State Journal, and his estab- 
lishment of the St. Joseph Va ley 
Register in 1835" was bat a natural 
result of the tendencies of his mind. 
On last Saturday Mr. Colfax was in 
the editorial rooms of the Register 
and talking about tbe days when he 
was the editor, business manager, 
and man-of-all work on the paper. 
He said it was his custom to put in 
the evenings on his books, writing 
mailing wrappers, attending to bis 
correspondence, etc. The farmers 
and 01 hers would drop in on publi 
cation day and sit in the office read 
ing the paper and discussing with 
him the subjects he had editorialized 
npon, Mr Culfax meantime keeping 
on with his work. "And to those, 
friendly discussions," said Mr. Col- 
fax, "I attribute my popularity with 
the farmers which stood me in such 
good stead in later years." One day 
tbe late Henry Stall was in the office 
and after reading an editorial with 
which he was particularly pleased 
said: "Sohnyler, you will be a Con- 
gressman before I die." Mr. Coltax 
modestly demurred, but Mr. fctull 
insisted that a man who could write 
such an editorial as that could not 
fail to become prominent Mr. Stull 
was a true prophet. He not only 
lived to see him elected to Congress 
bnt to see him returned again and 
again and finally chosen Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States,

From a Kooheater (Minn) Letter. 


This morning the thermometer 


registered 56 degrees below zero I 
the air was heavy with frost and the 
smoke was falling to the ground in 
a dense cloud. One peculiarity of 
our ofimate is its extreme dry ness in 
Winter. On account of this a per- 
son will freeze and be almost uncon- 
scious of it. 
Yon will think, per- 


bapp, that we must have suffered in 
tensely npon exposing ourselves to 
the air this morning, but I have just 
been conversing with a gentleman 
who, 
in company with his wife, rode 


a distance of fifteen miles, and who 
said be never rode more comfortably 
in Winter. The amount of oxygen 
in the air was very noticeable. A 
person could not have exercised very 
much without becoming exhausted.

Three Grains of Pepper or a Smoplmfl •* 


Kldanmmer to Pay the Bunt.

The terra "pepper corn rent" Is tt 


familiar one to us all, and instances ol, 
iuch a rent having been fixed are! 
neither few nor far between. Thus, 
Bermeton, in Durham, was held by) 
the service of three grain* of pepper) 
yearly; Finchley. in Middlesex, by that 
annual rent of a pound of pepper corni 
Highgate, ia Denbigh, was leased for a{ 
term of five hundred years at thej 
annual rent of one pepper corn; and foe 
a fortieth part of one night's fee in thej 
manor of Leyhc.m, in Sutlolk, Phillippaj 
Boas rendered "one capon and th« 
third part of one capon, and the third] 
part of one pound of pepper."

lar custom was that of Pokerly, i*

Had the hot sectional scene wit- 


nessed in the Senate Monday oc- 
curred any time wi bin nine months 
before the late election Grover Cleve- 
land would never have been Presi- 
dent of the United States. Its oc- 
currence within two months of his 
inauguration will compel him to re- 
consider any determination to take 
into his cabinet a single ex-confed- 
erate officer or civilian. If the Sen- 
ate is to be represented in the first 
Democratic cabinet since the war it 
will have to be by some man who, 
from the first shot at Fort Snmter 
and ever since, viewed secession as 
treason and Jeff Davia as the arch- 
traitor. In the face of Senator La- 
mar's utterance there can be no com- 
promise. If, as he says, no man 
shall in hia presence call Jeffprson 
Davis a traitor without his respond- 
ing in a stern and emphatic denial, 
then his presence is a rebuke to 
loyalty, and is the very shield and 
buckler of treat-on. Let no one mis- 
take the significance of such an ut 
terance from such a man. Although 
Lamar has not recently been promi 
nent on the floor of the Senate, he is 
regarded as the political ster and 
counselor of the southern Democ- 
racy. 
By taking a student's calm 


and philosophic view of affairs he 
has secured a reputation for conserv- 
atism, and not a few of his speeches 
have professed an acceptance of the 
results of the war as final and con- 
clusive of the issues involved.

With impassion- 
ed voice and quivering form he re- 
pels the charge.

Merely a resolution call- 


ing on the President for a copy of 
the historical statement concerning 
the public policy of the executive de- 
partment of the confederate states 
filed at the war department by Gun. 
Sherman. Thereupon Senators Bar 
ris, Vest, George, Morgan and La- 
mar started to their feet to defend 
Jefferson Davis from certain reflec- 
tions touching his treason and ulte- 
rior intentions contained in Gen. 
Sherman's report, because, as Sena- 
tor Morgan said, the ex rebel chief 
"was beloved by millions of people 
yet in the United States." Just so 
long as Southern Senators continue 
to maintain that the "lost cause" 
was right, jnst so long will Northsru 
unionists mistrust their full and final 
acceptance of the verdict of the war.

CANNIBALISM. 


uL Practice Which Shows a Tendency tc 


Epicurean Indulgence. 


There is a certain weird attractive- 


ness about the subject of cannibalism, 
a grim fascination in its grisly horrprs, 
that is not easily to he explained, hut 
which^ although few of us will admit 
it, most of us have experienced. 
Per- 


haps it is in subjective cannibalism 
Alone that this uncanny attraction ex- 
ists; objective cannibalism may not 
.possess the same eerie charm. But the 
•very fact that cannibalism either exists 
now, or ever existed, ia, however, de- 
nted by some skeptical persons—mostl) 
strict and rigid vegetarians, one would 
think—who argue that wild and natu- 
ral races of men cannot and do not Ins I 
for flesh. The fact remains the same. 


It seems that this time-honored prac- 


tice—crime, many unthinking and un- 
judicial people would call it, whoso 
opinions have been formed withoul 
consideration of the relation of crime 
to custom—has, at different times, ex- 
isted in almost every part of the earth. 
It seems to have lingered longest in 
'the most beautiful regions of it—in 
Polynesia, namely, where the writer o 
•this, but for a fortunately and timelj 
warning, would himself have fallen i 
victim to the custom for which he ha; 
a feeling of respect, if not exactly oi 
affection. 


Our remote, possible 
forefathers 


themselves, the prehistoric cavemen o) 
Europe in the Quaternary period, wera 
addicted to this habit, which a pious 
feeling of respect for our ancestry 
should alone prevent us from charac- 
terizing as a crime. Evidences of their 
occasional little anthropaphagtetio fail- 
ings, in the shape of scraped ana chipped 
human bones which, besides being 
cooked, are broken in a manner too 
scientific and skillful to be the work ol 
animals, are not infrequent, though it 
is believed by paleontologists that the 
custom was more of an exception than 
a rule. Animal food being plentiful al 
that time in these cold northern lati- 
tudes, the great incentive to cannibal- 
ism w'as-wanting, and the. very prac- 
tice of it^Bhowa a tendency-to epicu- 
rean indulgence, and luxury that al- 
ready . (from a very long way off) 
pointed to the future extinction oJ 
their race. The ancient Irish, too, in 
more recent than Quaternary times, 
ate their own dead; and onr Saxon 
forefathers must have possessed » 
knowledge of the custom-if- they did 
not jn early times actually practice it, 
an is shown by the Saxon word man- 
, eetd, which occurs not infrequently in 
their literature:1—A SI, Johnston, ia 
Popular Science Monthly.

Genius and Opportunity, 


For a score of years the scientific) 


school of criticism has tried to break 
down the barrier between ordinary 
minds and men of genius by proving 
that genius differs in degree but not ia 
kind from common intellects. That 
this tendency should have grown in 
favor is not surprising; it is merely an 
illustration of that larger tendency in 
modern science to regard all organic 
beings as related, and to obliterate the 
line of separation between the lowest 
men and the highest animals. But 
after accepting tho assertion that men 
of genius are only ordinary men with 
some intellectual qualities developed to 
art unusual degree, how does that make 
genius any tho less remarkable F It ia. 
in the difference that the marvel lies, 
and not in the resemblance. Science 
will never bo able to do more than re- 
cord that difference; it will never Do- 
able to explain it. So when we are 
told that Shakespeare or Goethe was tho 
product of hia time, we need not quar- 
rel with the statement; but we know 
that no explanation of the fact that 
Shakespeare was Shakespeare can be 
given. That particular individuality 
which distinguished him from all other 
men, whether they were contemporary 
or not, can not he explained by refer- 
ring to the age or to the environment, 
in which ho lived.—Philadelphia Bul- 
letin, 


The First "Blue Stocking." 


It will probably surprise those no* 


already aware of the fact to learn that 
the first person to whom tho opprobri- 
ous epithet at the head of this paper 
was applied was a man. Ho earned 
the title, not by a studious life, nor by 
stores of knowledge he professed, but 
simply by his partiality for hose of this 
celestial hue. The story, as. usually 
told, is thus: In the year 1774 this gen- 
tleman was a constant attendant at 
the receptions- given by Mrs. Montague, 
and invariably wore blue stockings, 
which the quaint dress of the time dis- 
played to advantage, and which won 
for him at the time the soubriquet of 
"Blue Stockings."

Printing, reported a joint resolution pro- 
viding for the printing of a descriptive 
catalogue of Government publications, 
which was by unanimous consent taken 
up and passed. 


Mr. Bayard offered a bill to provide 


for an Improved system of signal and side 
lights for vessels under way, which was 
referred to the Committee on Commerce. 


Mr. Plumb introduced a resolution re- 


citing that the United States in 1866 ac- 
quired from the Creek and Scmlnole In- 
dians certain lands situated in the Indian 
Territory, a portion of which have re- 
mained unoccupied until the presenttlme, 
and that the President does not regard 
such lands open to settlers, and has 
deemed it his duty to remove all porsous 
who have gone upon the lands by the nso 
of the military lurce of the United States; 
and that there is consequently a prob- 
ability of a conflict. The resolution then 
requests the President to advise the Sen 
ate as to the status of the lands In qucs 
tlon, together with any other information 
in his possession bearing upon the exist- 
ing controversy. Laid over until to-mor- 
row. 


The Chair explained that the Chinese 


Indemnity bill bad passed both House and 
Senate but with a change ot one word, 
and ruled that the House bill must bo 
treated u an original bill and be referred 
to the Committee on Foreign Relations.

A House bill providing for running the 


boundaries of the State of Texas through 
the Indian Territory was also passed. 


At two o'clock the Senate resumed con- 


sideration of the luter-State commerce 
bill, the Reagan House bill on this sub- 
ject being before the Senate for amend- 
ment »nd discussion. Both the House 
bill and Senate bill were read at length. 


Mr. Beck moved to amend the House 


bill by striking out In the first section all 
that part which referred to discrimina- 
tion in regard to color; also to amend 
the provision in section four relating to 
long and short hauls so as to read that 
no higher rates should be charged for 
any distance less than the whole length 
of the line than is charged • for similar 
service over the whole length of the line. 
He asserted that the railroads themselves 
and most skilled blred advocates could 
not have devised a better mode of defeat- 
lag legislation than that which the Senate 
•was now proposing,to pursue by refusing 
even to consider the House bill, but sub- 
stituting in its place a bill of more than 
doubtful constitutionality, so that the two 
Houses would be placed in a position to- 
wards each other In which it was impos- 
sible for them to come to an agreement. 
Continuing, Air. Beck said the argument 
of the Senator from Arkansas (Mr. Gar- 
land), as to the unconstitatlonality of the 
provisions of the Senate bill conferring 
legislative and judicial powers on a com- 
mission, was unanswered, and unanswer- 
able. The Senate would be at least con- 
tenting to no legislation at all if they
